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UOP Newspaper Faces 
Inquiry, $100,000 Deficit

An investigation is being con- 
ducted by the Univers ty of Pacific 
in Stockton to determine why the 
campus newspaper has a deficit of 
$100,000, The State Hornet nas 
learned 

Dan Sousa, editor-in-chief of 
The Pacitican, said the school has 
been conducting the investigation 
since February to find out wny the 
paper has gone over its annual 
Operating budget 

Our budget for the year is 
$45,000, so $100,000 is quite a 


said Sousa 

News editor Rick Torgerson 
said there was no official word on 
the investigation 

The Pacifican, a weekly news- 
paper, has continued publication 
throughout the investigation, des- 
pite some changes in editorial staff 
positions 

According to an article in the 
Stockton Record, Greg Goldman 
the former editor-in-chief, left the 
paper because he dropped out of 
school 

However, Sousa told The State

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Faculty Approves Engineering 
GE Plan, Nixes Budget Debate

After narr Iwiy defeating a 
motion to reopen debate on the 
budget cut priority guideline 
passed last week, the CSUS Aca 
demic Senate approved a pro 
posed gene7al education program 
specifically for engineering 
majors 

The specialized program for 
civil, electrical, electronic and 
mechanical engineers |s similar in 
purpose to the program created 
for accounting students earlier in 
the year 

Engineering students were in 
need of a criteria different trom 
that in the general education pro- 
gram created by the senate last 


May. The engineering accrediting 
association's requirements 
coupled with the senate’s GE 
program, would have required 
engineering students to complete 
more coursework than other 
students 

The specialized program 
vw ich requires three more science 
units plus an engineering econom- 
ics COurse and one less “basic sub- 
ject,” is an attempt to mesh tive two 
programs so engineering siudents 
are exposed to the widest number 
of courses, according to History 
Sen. Peter Shattuck 

Thursday's meeting was nearly 
extended as several senators 
reconsidered their vote at the pre- 
vious week's special meeting 
which approved criteria for judg- 


Ing academic priorities according 
to existing University Planning 
Committee guidelines 

The senate defeated by two 
votes a motion that would have 
placed the proposal on Thursday's 
agenda and allowec debate ‘to 
continue. The vote to reconsider 
was closer than the vote on the 
Original proposal 

Shattuck thinks the vote was 
close, not because senators 
wanted to rescind their vote, but 
because many senators felt tneir 
colleagues should be able to con- 
tinue debate due to the rushed 
nature of the original discussion

universities’ higher costs 

Richards also noted, however 
tnat he does not expect the gover- 
nor to get his full $230 increase 
Instead he expected the fees 
charge next fall will probably be 
$10 to $20 less 

The CSSA also officially 
Opposed the legislative analyst's 
proposal to consolidate student 
fees with university fees, a move 
CSSA has ciaimed could eventu- 
ally result in CSU students paying 
tuition. It has been along standing 
policy system that the state 
pay for the cost of instruction 

In another fee-related matter 
the CSSA went on record oppos- 
Ing 4a recomn.endation that gradu- 
ate students be charged an extra 
$70 to attend CSU campuses in 
what is called a ‘graduate student 
differential’ fee. Richards said 
since student fees are not now 
connected to the cost of instruc- 
tron it would be unfair to charge 
graduate student aid, Richards 

Although the analyst also 
recommended some funds for 
graduate student aide, Richards 
Said most graduate students have 
a hard enough time raising money 
for school 

Richards also said his organiza 
tion iS Opposing one proposal and 
considering Opposing another 
that could change funding 
methods for certain university 
services 

The first proposal recommends 
the system submit a plan to pro 
vide student health services 
through an auxiliary organization 
smilar to the Hornet Foundation 
at CSUS. This could cause a dete- 
nioration in health services, said 
Richards, and might increase costs 
since students would pay for and 
receive the services on a voluntary 
basis 

In the second proposal, the cost 
of the Public Safety Director's 
position wouid be shifted from the 
State (the system's general fund) 
to the students in the form of 
increased parking fees. Richards 
said his group has been Studying 
the recommendation and has yet 
to take a position on it 

CSUS currently operates under 
this proposal, the budget would 
expand it throughout the 19- 
campus system

Outreach is the vehicle for informing students and 
potential students qualified for the programs of their 
educational opportunities. The outreach programs in 
question are considered ‘redundant’ by the state 
analyst 

itis true that the purpose of the indiviaual outreach 
programs isthe same to inform the public at large on 
the purpose and opportunities of EOP and affirmative 
action in the CSU system 

However, the important point is that each of these 
programs has its own putiic information load to 
carry Those in charge ofthe program know best how 
to deal with the specific groups they are appointed to 
nelp 

An attempt to handle outreach and public relations 
functions for all three departments from one office 
can only hurt the quality of the end product 

Pernaps if the state had undertaken a report onthe 
effectiveness of the programs, that august body would 
be informed of the fact *hat the EOP and affirmative 
action programs have had some impact since their 
mplementation on campus 

The number of under-represented minority stu 
dents enrolled at CSUS went up in the year following 
the creation of affirmative action, said program direc- 
tor Isabe! Hernandez-Serna 

According to '4arriet Tanaguchi, Director of EOP 
a larger number of EOP students remain enrolled per 
year tha’) the general population at CSUS 

A consolidation similar to that proposed at CSUS 
has had detrimental effects at CSU San Diego 
According to Hernandez-Serna, minority enroliment 
at that college has dropped since the programs were 
consolidated, despite the areas large Hispanic 
population 

One may wonder why the state even bothered to 
pay someone to makethis report Obviously, the idea 
was to justify a financial bandaid to the state's failing 
educational budget When the only considerations in 
such an “analysis” are for how much money the 
sc NOOO! Can Save. it 1s time to worry about the future

Proposed changes to impor 
teacher preparati 


scores of California students are the major indicator 


testing of teachers already placed in jobs. are a posi- 
tive move toward improving education not only in 
California, but in the rest of the nation as well 
Approximately one in 12 teachers natic vally is pre 
pared in the CSU system 

An advisory Committee created by the CSU Board 
of Trustees Nas made recommendations to the board 
of sweeping reforms that will heip restore the Quality 
of educators coming out of the CSU system 
Teachers prepared in the CSU system were once 
considered the finest in the country, but this has not 
been the case in recent years Criticism of education 
n California Nas increased dramatically in recent 
years in of poorer test results by California 
students 

Many of the proposals. if carried, will give pause to 
Students considering education as a profession 
< be frightened away by the stiffer require- 
ments, Dut those who face the challenge and meet it 
wi! be Detter for the wear 

The proposed retorms will come under considera 
tion for specific actions at the next board meeting 
ater this month 

Some of the propose requirements, while based 
IN GOOD intentions, do not realistically meet the chal- 
lenge at hand One proposal calis for giving sole 
authority to ‘ne individual Schoc's of Education at 
eacn campu® Over their respective programs in edu 
cation This proposal is commendabie but a certain

tain uniform quality in ali of the education programs 

The two main proposals of this plan call for stif- 
fened entrance requirements and a two-step creden- 
tial process Stiffer entrance requirements are piau- 
sible but must not be so stiff as to scare away 
prospective teachers The two-step credential calls 
for the second naif of the credential to be awarded 
after a two year period of successfui service as a 
teacher and completing 18 semester units of an 
advanced program of s ‘dy related to the teacher's 
responsibilities This proposal would be more effec- 
tive if the requirements were calied for seperately 
over a pre-determined time period New teachers 
Nave enough required of them without loading these 
extra burdens on them all at one time 

Another proposal advocated by the report is 
increased financial aid to education students. With 
increased emphasis on improving education in Caili- 
fornia this proposal has a better than 50 percent 
chance of being realized, but in view of recent trends 
toward education by the Deukmejan and Reagan 
administrations, one can only wonde/ how realistic 
are the chances of this proposal becoming a reality 


State Superintendent of Public instruction Bill 
Honig, has come out in faver or the report's recom- 
mendations Perhaps this is an indication that Honig 
will live up to his campaign promises of striving for 
higher quality education within the state One can 
only Nope that the state bureaucrats will view these 
recommendations in the same light and heip revive 
the quality of California educators

Wilderness Bill In Jeopardy 


The unexpected passing of Rep Phillip Burton 
Casts a iong shadow over environmental legisiation 
pending in Congress 

The deat’ of Burton. who fell one vote short of 
being named majority jeader in 1977, has raised a 
number of questions with in California's Democratic 
Congressional delegation 

But probably more important than who will 
assume leadership of the House's largest delegation 
or who will master-mind the state's next gerry- 
mander. is the future of the environmental movement 
in Congress 

Despite his reputation as an old-style party boss 
the San Francisco Democrat had genuine concern tor 
the American wilderness and was remembered by a 
Sierra Ciub spokesman as “the greatest conserva 
tionist since John Muir 

Leadership of the national! environmental move 
ment seemingly would fall to Rep. Morris K Udall 
D-Ariz However, Udall sutfers from Parkinson's Dis- 
ease, 4 Nerve disorder that forced him to drop his 
presidential aspirations and could end his political 
career 

Another possibility is Rep John Seiberling, D- 
Ono, who sheparded Burton's last major piece of 
environmental legisiation through the House last 
week 

in what many observers considered a tribute to 
Burton, the penultimate politician, his House col- 
leagues passed a bill to double California's inventory 
oF wilderness land with a one-sided 297-96 vote 

Some 75 Republicans voted in favor of the mea- 
sure, marking the third time it has passed in the lower 
chamber 

The same bi!! passed the House 'n each of the last 
two 8681008, Only to De scuttled in the Senate where 
then-Califorma Sen. S | Hayakawa allowed the 
Republican leadership to bottle it up 

Although Sen Pete Wilson. R-California, is said to 
be more receptive to the bill than Hayakawa, the bil! 
again faces an uncertain future in the Senate (Demo 
cratic Sen Alan Cranston supports the bill ) 

Burton's bill would add 3.7 million acres of wilder- 
ness land. much ot it in Northern California Sc ne $8 
af@as, iNnciuding the Sierra Nevada, the Trinity Alps 
and areas surrounding Mt Shasta, would be added t 
the inventory of federally protected land 

Land designated a8 wiiderness is Not available for 
fogging. energy exploration or any other 
development 

Dubbed Park Man.” Burton was expected to geta 
bill out of the Senate this year, albeit in an amended 
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fashion Wilson has said he wants some sort of a bill 
Out, Dut he's unlikely to support the current one over 
the objections of Republican leadership in the Senate 
and the White House 
GOP leaders contend the bill would cause the loss 
of hundreds of jobs '— the already-depressed timber 
industry 
Rep Norman Shumway, R-Stockton, said the Bur- 
ton bill would cost 1,200 jobs, most of them in log- 
ging He proposed a smailer program, similar to one 
favored by the Reagan administration, which retains 
only 13 ralhon acres of wilderness, bui limits job 
losses to 400 
Proponents of the measure note Northern Califor- 
nia tracts already opened tor logging are not being 
harvested and doubt Burton's bill would cause any 
large-scale job loss 
Most controversial are the areas to be preserved as 
wild and roadiess in the Siskiyou wilderness area in 
the northwestern part of the state Timber interests 
there are battling with environmentalisis and saimon 
fishermen over 190.000 acres thet would be desig- 
nated wilderness 
Objections of well-heeled timber interests and 
claims of widespreac job loss are likely to again siow 
Gown the bill, especially without the politically astute 
Burton lobbying it every step of the way 
Although no actual agreement was reported, Bur- 
ton apparently hed agreed to scale back the measure 
to win Wilson's support and push the bill out of the 
Senate but anything that passes now is uniikety to 
come close to Phil Burton's goal of adding land 4o 
every wilderness area and national park in California 


interior Secretary James Watt, at several recent 
meetings with reporters, nas claimed he is not getting 
4 fair shake in the media 2 

Watt hos told reporters he hee in fact, expanded 
and improved national parks and widerness areas 
despite eports to the contrary Asked twice by the 
Associated Press to document this, Watt refused, say- 
ing he ‘wouldn't waste the time Nobody prints my 
figures 

The Hartford Courant investigated Watt's claims 
regarding his stewardship of public lands and natural 
resources and came to different conclusions 

Tne Courant noted Watt imposed a moratorium on 
purchase of new parkiand and supported the idea of 
searching for oF and natural gas in wilderness areas. 
although he now denies both
